Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 4, 5 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the steps. 
See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted steps are: steps of making unsaturated compounds or an 
aromatic compound. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by either 
Hausser et al. (J.Am.Chem.Soc), Walborsky et al. (J.Am.Chem.Soc), Walborsky et al. (Journal 
of Organomet. Chem), Luckenbach et al., Boche et al., Walborsky et al. (Tetrahedron Letters) or 
Topolski et al. (J. Org. Chem.), all cited by Applicants. Topolski et al. (J. Org. Chem.), 
Walborsky et al. (Tetrahedron Letters) or Hausser et al. (J.Am.Chem.Soc.) disclose l-chloro-2,2- 
diphenylcyclopropane. Walborsky et al. (J.Am.Chem.Soc.) or Walborsky et al. (Journal of 
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Organomet. Chem) disclose l-methyl-2,2-diphenylcyclopropyl halide compounds (see Table 1 in 
both references). Luckenbach et al. discloses a p,p'-disubstituted 2,2-diphenylcyclopropyl 
bromide (see Table III on page 469). Boche et al. discloses l-bromo-l-methyl-2,2- 
diphenylcyclopropane. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 6-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

7. Claims 1-3 are allowed.
